The next thing in order is to 6pen the 
m outh and .cauterize the surfadt, upon 
which there is not the slightest Agn' of a 
Diptberi tic deposit; and whatj is th e con­ 
sequence? 
A denuded surface, wjiich will 
inevitably inflame and ulceratle, thus pror 
ducing a sore’ thro*t by artificial means, 
wfiich may continue sore for a week or ten 
days, or even prove fatal ; whereas, if it had 
not been b u rn t,'th ree or four dsj-i m ight 
have sufficed to remove the cause» 
Professor Peffer, of the U niversity of 
Pennsylvania, in speaking of cams which, 
he has treated, says: 
“ I feel <$>hfident; 
th at in many of these cases, if I h ad used 
the solid nitraté of silver, (burntftbem ,) I 
would have increased the inflammation, 
and therefore the am ount of depbsit; and 
in iact some mild cases are thus converted 
inte a serious disease, bringing (lié inflam­ 
m ation and deposit so low down Ih st it in- 
volres the chink of the glottis; and invades 
the larynx, and thus produces suffocation.” 
Professor Dickinson says: " I hive found 
the solid-sticjk to be useless in these oases,” 
I m ight further quote from the best Authors 
in condemnation of this practice, but tbe 
high authority which I have givait should 
be quite sufficient for intelligent apprecia­ 
tion. 
"T here are many affections of the 
throat,” says Prof. Peffer, "w hioh I have 
frequently seen in adults, with intense pain 
in the parts, and where on examining the 
throat, there will be found inflammation 
and absolute ulceration ; not a mere exuda­ 
tion! This is not Diptheria.” 
" In ninety 
cases out of a hundred of acute asthenic 
angina in children, there will be white 
plastic deposits on the tonsils, perhaps on 
the velum, and perhaps even on thephnrynx. 
If every such case is to be called Diptheria, 
then indeed Diptheria is very ecinmon.— 
But these cises form a very insignificant 
disease, and very frequently, frort) too has­ 
ty and improper diagnosis in thise cases, 
strong caustic applications are m aU e to the 
throat, thus increasing the malady, and 
perhaps even sometimes giving rise to fatal 
developm ents; hence it is highly impor­ 
tan t th at a simple catarrhal affection should 
not be confounded with Diptheria.” 


If your children complain of sore throat, 
take a spoon-handle and gently prosa th*> 
tongue down, and if you discover deposits 
on the velum or palate, perhaps running 
together and coating the whole fauces of a 
yellowish tint, or ash color, you may rest 
assured that it is Diptheria, and the sooner 
you call in a physician the better for the 
patient, as in the first stage of the disease 
it is usually very tractable, but if let run 
on it extends down to the chink of the 
glottis and produces laryngitis, (inflamma­ 
tion of the larynx,) when it becomes a very 
fatal disease, no m atter how mild it may 
have been in the first stage.

Professor Dickinson says: " I havo found 


the solid stick to be useless in these cases." 
I might further quote from the best Authors 
in condemnation of this practice, but the 
high authority which I havo given ihould 
be quite sufficient for intelligent apprecia- 
tion. " There are many affections of the 
throat," says Prof. Pcft'er, " which I have 
frequently seen in adults, with intense pain 
in the parts and where on examining the 
throat, there will be found inflammation 
and absolute ulceration ; not a mere exuda- 
tion. This is not Diptheria." " In ninety 
cases out of a hundred of acute asthonic 
angina in children, there will be white 
plastic deposits on the tonsils, perhaps on 
thevelum.and perhaps even on the pharynx. 
If every such case is to be called Diptheria, 
then indeed Diptheria is very common.— 
But these cases form a very insignificant 
disease, and very frequently, from too has- 
ty and improper diagnosis in these cases, 
strong caustic applications are made to the 
throat, thus increasing the malady, and 
perhaps even sometimes giving rise to fatal 
developments; hence it is highly impor- 
tant that a simple catarrhal affection should 
not be confounded with Diptheria." 


If your children complain of sore throat, 


take a spoon-handle and gently press tin' 
tongue down, and if you discover deposits 
on the velum or palate, perhaps running 
together and coat-ing the whole fauces of a 
yellowish tint, or ash color, you may rest 
assured that it is Diptheria, and the sooner 
you call in a physician the better for the 
patient, as in the first stage of the disease 
it is usually very tractable, but if let run 
on it extends down to the chink of the 
glottis and produce* laryngitis, (inflamma- 
tion of the larynx,) when it becomes a very 
fatal disease, no matter how mild it may 
have been in the first stage.
